Galinski said: *‘We have all been 
deceived, lied to and cheated." The 
missing money was interest on 400 
million marks (238 million dollars) 
of reparations payments made by 
Bonn between 1980 and 1987. he 
said. The money was, in part, a final 
payment and a sum to set up a hard- 
ship fund for Jews who had not yet 
received any reparations. Nach- 
mann controlled the funds.

It continued: “The self-hatred of these peo- 
ple, who identify with the enemy, has historic 
Precedents among those who cast off all ties 
with Judaism, and with converts and inform- 
ers who apostasised to Christianity or to 
Communism.” 

God-fearing observant Jews, throughout 


Jewish history, never went over to the enemy 
camp, the religious teachers were told. 

“Those who carry prayer-shaw!l and phylac- 
teries cannot identify with the enemy camp, 
and with those who try to liquidate Jewish 
independence and Jewish identty."’ the bulle- 
tin said. 

Sarid said this material constitutes “‘unbri- 
dled and vicious incitement against the left 
wing” and those responsible should be dis- 
missed and charged in court. ““They cannot be 
allowed to stay on the state payroll.” 

A second bulletin issued this month by the 
department, and signed by its director and two 
other senior officials, said the “conquest” of 
the territories and settlement “‘in the whole 
land of Israe!” should be seen as a “mitzva™.

The sources said the mujahedeen 
attacked the town, halfway between 
the Afghan capital and the eastern 
city evacuated Sunday by Soviet 
forces, as Afghan π to 
retreat Thursday. On the last day of 
fighting Sunday, the mujabedeen 
shot down two Afghan helicopters, 
killing all seven crewmen, they said. 
Gulbuddin Hekmetyar, leader of 
a hardline faction of the Hezbe Is- 
lami group and chairman of the Mu- 
jahedeen Alliance, called on Af- 
ghan regulars to defect last week, 
promising them amnesty if they did 
80. Rebel commenters said Monday 
that they were counting on large 


numbers of defections before the 
eventual assault on Jalalabad. 

Western sources Monday report- 
ed the capture of Jaji. in tne eastern 
province of Paktia. A rebel com- 
mander said here yesterday that the 
operation was of major strategic-im- 
portance to the resistance. 

“Mujahedeen based in Teriman- 
gal (in the Pakistani tribal zone) 
used to take five to eight days to 
Teach Kabul,” he said. “With the 
fall of Jaji. the travelling time is 
down to 24 hours.” 

Western diplomatic sources here 
also reported continued heavy fight- 
ing around Kandahar.

New controversy surrounds Meese 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Em- 
battled U.S. Attorney-General Ed- 
win Meese has sparked a new con- 
troversy with the firing of one top 
aide and the resignation of another, 
but President Reagan still has confi- 
dence in his old friend. 

Meese, under criminal investiga- 
tion by a special prosecutor for more 
than a year, fired his chief spokes- 
man Terry Eastland on Monday for 
failing to defend him aggressively 
pe ἢ against “any and ail criti- 
" Eastland said 

Top Justice Department speech- 
writer William Schambra then quit to 


protest the firing of Eastland, add- 
ing to a string of high-level depar- 
tures stemming from Meese’s legal 
troubles. 

But despite the new turmoil at the 
Justice Department, White House 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said 
Reagan still supported his long-time 
friend and adviser. 

The exodus from the agency be- 
gan on March 29 when Deputy At- 
torney-General Arnold Burns, 
Criminal Division Chief William 
Weld and four of their aides quit out 
of concern that Meese’s continued 
tenure was hurting the agency's 
work and tarnishing its image.

Fears voiced in Beersheba of whitewash 


Officials pass buck over 
handling of poisonous 
bromide spill in Negev

Jerusalem Post Reporters 
Health Ministry and Police Minis- 
try officials waded mutual accusa- 
tions at the Knesset yesterday, in 
the aftermath of the fatal bromide 
lorry spill on the Arava highway last 
week, 


Police officials accused the Health 
Ministry of taking six hours to send 
its toxic materials team to the site of 
the accident, in which the driver was 
killed. 

Health officials, in turn, said the 
police failed to summon them to the 
scene at once, as they should have 
done. - 

Representatives of the lorry driv- 
ers caused a ripple in the sub-com- 
mittee on dan, and toxic mate- 
rials of the State Control 
Committee. when they charged that 
the lorry which crashed was not 
roadworthy, and had been involved 
in a number of crashes in the recent 

past. They complained bitterly that 
ΟΝ officials hastened to pin the 
blame on the driver who lost his life 
in the crash. 

Representatives of the drivers 
noted that only lorries which kave 
been on the road for 19 years or 
more, are prohibited from hauling 
toxic and dangerous goods, While 


they understood that the Transport 
Ministry is contemplating gazetting 
a regulation allowing only new vehi- 
cles to haul such cargo, it has taken 
no action as yet, the representatives 
said. 

They also upbraided their em- 
ployers for compelling them to drive 
as much as nine or ten hours at a 
stretch. When drivers protest fa- 
tigue, they reported to the sub-com- 
mittee, they are threatened with 
dismissal. 


The chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee, Yair Tsaban (Mapam), said the 
Transport Ministry has failed to 
publish detailed criteria for drivers 
hauling dangerous or toxic materi- 
als. Nor has it as yet translated into 
Hebrew the internationally ratified 
conventions on haulage of such ma- 
terials, Tsaban said, so that drivers 
and employers alike are officially 
unaware of the limitations and safe- 
guards imposed in other countries, 
on the basis of experience. 

Meanwhile, in Beersheba, fears 
were voiced that a probe of the acci~ 
dent may turn out to be ἃ 
whitewash. 

The investigation, a joint inquiry 
of the Dead Sea Bromine concer 
and the Mifalei Tovala trucking 
company, was initiated immediately 
after the accident. A prominent 


Beersheba enviromentalist who pre- 
ferred not to be named, said: “The 
report, in essence, salutes all parties 
involved for their flawless perfor- 
mance, and their strict observance 
of government, company, and Israel 
Standards Institute regulations. One 
would never imagine from the re- 
port that an accident occurred, or 
even that such a thing was possible.” 
The 10 sections of the report that 
have been made public state that the 
driver killed in the accident was 
well-qualified and trained in hauling 
materials, that all exter- 

nal emergency agencies were swiftly 
notified of the crash, and that the

Each was laid in 2 long metal 
box which was hung under the chas- 
sis of a truck. 

They drove towards Sidon and ar- 
rived in a remote mountain village 
where they were lodged in a room in 
a honse inhabited by a couple with a 
small danghter of five or six called 
Zenouba. 

The three men, battered and de- 
spairing, learnt to smile again. They 
were hidden from the little girl but 
overheard her prattle, which Marcel 
Carton translated. 

Zenouba’s mother was a good 
cook. For three weeks they discov- 
ered the taste of meat and 
vegetables. And in spite of the 
chains that were put on their wrists 
and the walled-up windows, they ex- 
perienced something like happiness.

When they were de- 
tached to go to the lavatory they 
looked for a Jong time at their red- 
dened and chafed wrists and ankles. 

They were moved again on Febru- 


ary 15. Change of place is the hos- 
ot 's nightmare.

Marcel Fontaine looked through 
the keyhole.

trast materials injected for X-rays, 
or the result of a drastic drop in 
blood pressure. 

However, in half of the cases, re- 
nal insuffiency joins with other seri- 
ous conditions to produce a very 
dangerous combination that can 
even result in death. Until now, doc- 
tors have not understood which 
of the kidney is the most vulnerable, 
or known of any way to predict poor 
kidney functioning in patients. 

Dr. Meir Berzis of the internal 
medicine department at Hadassah- 


According to an article in Hed 
Hadassah, the two researchers were 
able to cause renal insuffiency in a 
way identical to that in which it oc- 
curs in humans. They proved that it 
is the medulla of the kidney (the 
innermost part of the organ, which 
is responsible for the accumulation 
of urine) that is the most vulnerable. 
This is because it is located in a place 
where there is relatively little oxy- 
gen. The delicate balance between

THE FULL, unvarnished truth remains to be established 
about the three-month-old incident in which a Gadna youth, 
acting on an invitation by an IDF sergeant, beat up a Palestin- 

οἶδα prisoner at a detention centre in an army base near 
Ramallah, for sheer fun as it were. Regrettably, the IDF has so 
far thrown little light on the subject by its several conflicting 
versions of what did, or did not, take place at the Ofer 
detention centre. Education Minister Yitzhak Navon has, 
however, taken an officially very grave view of the incident, 
even while suggesting that it may have been blown a bit out of 
proportion. 

Perhaps, indeed, it has been? It is not, after all, as though 
Gadna teenagers were being pressed by the army en masse into 
beating up Palestinians in all their detention centres. 

The Education Ministry's director-general, Dr. Shimshoo 
Shoshani, has in fact already satisfied himself that the incident 
was strictly an isolated one, a rare exception to the Gadna 
norm and not the norm itself. Besides, the offending youth 
himself, Yuval Aflalo, an ORT student from Yeroham, has in 
the meantime retracted the story of the beatings which he 
himself willingly offered to a Hebrew newspaper a day earlier. 

That the story was, at the very least, not entirely false may 
be deduced from the IDF spokesman’s announcement that the 
army sergeant was court-martialled for his role in the incident, 

and that Gadna paramuilitary activities at the Ofer base were 

" suspended as a result. But even if the 16-year-old Yuval’s own 
tale of his anti-Axab exploits were but an explosion of youthful 
braggadocio, it should have rung warning bells in the minds of 
right-thinking Israelis. . 

Until not too many years ago, a 16-year-old Israeli day- 
dreaming about his personally visiting condign punishment on 
latter-day Amalekites, would have been ashamed to tell it to 
even his closest friend. But to Yuval Aflalo, a child of the 
occupation era, and to his peers, treating the occupied Arabs 
roughly, especially now that they are kicking up such a fuss, 
must be the most natural thing in the world. 

“1, too, would have been beating Arabs up,” a classmate of 
Yuval’s is reported to have admitted. “‘I'm Kahane. Nearly all 
of our school students are.” 

 Horrendous as these words may ring in even some Greater 
Eretz Yisrael ears, they are what could easily have been 
expected. They flow naturally from an official policy that views 
the occupation as no longer a bargaining chip, as a means to 
the end of securing Israel in peace, but as an end in itself. For 
then those Palestmians who, even without seeking Israel’s 
destruction, rebel against the prospect of forever remaining an 
occupied people, are apt to be seen as rebelling against a 
natural order, and as deserving nothing but the worst. 
‘ Mr. Navon has now promised to draw the n “educa- 
tional conclusions” from the incident at the Ofer base, the 
“central conclusion” being that “we have to continue giving 
Pups ἀἀάϊθοπαι lessons in democracy, tolerance and coexis- 


The minister did not explain how such lessons will arrest the 
growing Arabophobia of the younger generation, notably of 
technical-school students in development towns. And he is yet 
to tell the nation what, if anything, he will, if he can, do about 
the vicious incitement to ongoing territorial expansion, and 
against Jewish ““bleeding hearts,” which is being conducted by 
“democratic education” officials in his own ministry’s division 
of state-religious education. 

But the fault is not Mr. Navon’s. Not even even the best 
education minister imaginable could do anything much to stem 
the tide of anti-democratic intolerance among the country’s 
youth, while the prime minister goes around vowing to crush 
whoever dares question the Jews’ exclusive right to the entire 
Land of Israel. 


‘Israel and the moneybags 


ENORMOUS though their differences on most matters of 
state may be, Israeli politicians are generally agreed that filthy 
lucre is to be blessed after it has been Jaundercd by being 
passed through their fast-counting fingers. And while they 
may grant that the power of money, especially private money 
obtained from abroad, tends to corrupt, they will insist that the 
proposition is true only for their political adversaries. 

Since they cannot very well deny one another that which 
each one of them wants for itself, the two major parties have, 
with the support of most smaller ones, assured themselves of a 
convenient loophole in the strict law of party and election 
financing. The loophole is foreign contributions. These may be 
virtually unlimited, and they are not subject to ordinary public 
oversight. Working through this loophole, both the Likud and 
the Labour Alignment have in effect regularly made an offer 
of their post-election services to overseas moneybags in return 
for help in winning the elections. 

The offers need not, of course, be'so crassly put. Legitimate, 
even honourable, party causes are doubtless trotted out to 
justify begging for political alms even, or especially, when 
Labour or Likud leaders are on state missions abroad. But the 

‘implicit understanding is obviously there that the financial 
contribution by a non-citizen need not, to put it mildly, hurt 
him. Some practised and well-disposed overseas donors take 
out insurance by backing more than just a single Israeli party. 
This, of course, does not apply to the many donors abroad who 
often contribute to genuine, non-political, social, educational 
and cultural projects in Israel. ; 

The .grafting of a party upon the national interest in the 
solicitation of contributions from abroad is a fairly recent 
invention. Such past leaders as Pinhas Sapir and Levi Eshkol, . 
though both eminently money-minded, knew where to draw 
the line. Their successors have been rather less punctilious. 
When a few thousand extra grand is believed capable of tilting 
the balance of Israeli voter opinion this way or that, concern 
for propriety is tossed out of the window. And, glasshouses 
being what they are, no one, or hardly anyone, protests. 


On Tuesday, however, one member of the Knesset's Align- 
ment faction made history by raising a hue and cry about it. . 
Since his own political future is now uncertain, Rabbi Mena- 
hem Hacohen may be said to have had an ulterior motive in 
attacking Premier Yitzhak Shamir to his face in committee, 
and Foreign Minister Shimon, Peres in‘his absence, for their 
“wretched and demeaning” canvassing for party funds abroad. 
But he did the right thing. While it is true that his manner was 
insulting, the vulgar response he drew from Mr. Shamir indi- 
cated how well he had aimed his barbs. 

Whether by design or not, Rabbi Hacohen also demonstrat- 
ed that there is more to Tora teaching then Shabbat, Kashrut, 
Who's a Jew and Greater Eretz Yisrael. He would, however, 
haye sounded even’ more convincing if he had included the 
religious parties in his list of disgraceful international cadgers. 


THE FUTURE of the territories oc- 
cupied by Israel in June 1967, and 
the future of the peace process are 
going to be the central issues in the 
forthcoming election campaign. 

It is clear that if the Likud is 
strong enough to form the next gov- 
ernment, without the support of 
Labour, it will be under great pres- 
sure from ἃ much strengthened Te- 
hiya and a much more extreme Na- 
tional Religious Party to annex the 
territories and reject all internation- 
al efforts to bring about a Middle 
East peace settlement based on the 
“territories for peace” principle. 

As far as all the parties to the left 
of the Likud are concerned this will 
lead to a triple catastrophe: Israel 
will lose its ability to remain a demo- 
cratic state with a predominant Jew- 
ish majority; Israel will lose the sup- 

rt of the U.S.: another major war 

etween Israel and its neighbours — 
morse costly in lives, destruction and 
financial outlays than any previous 
war — will be unavoidable. 

If the next government is formed 
by Labour, it is equally clear that 
every effort will be made to further 
the peace process, leading to a “‘ter- 
titories for peace” settlement 
(which will have to be approved by

AS THE Jntifada continues, many 
Israelis are celebrating the 40th an- 
niversary of the State of Israel. For 
most Israelis, the anniversary repre- 
sents a culmination of years of hard 
work and perseverance.

Aharon Yariv, should be seén 
against this background. 

While the Council for Peace and 
Security is not purely Labour in its
